7. (Currently amended) The composition of claim 1 wherein the lipophilic co- 
emulsifier \g comprises at least one member selected from the group consisting of 
glycerol esters and sorbitan esters pos ses sing of fattv acids containina 6 to 22 carbon 
atoms. 

8. (Currently amended) The oompos'itlon of claim 7 wherein the lipophilic co- 
emulsifier te comprises at least one member selected from the group consisting of 
glycerol monooieate and sorbitan monolaurate. 

9. (Original) The composition of claim 1 wherein the ratio by weight of 
hydrophiiic emulsifier to the combined amount of hydrophillc emulsifier and lipophilic co- 
emuisifier ranges from 0.60 to 0.80. 

10. (Currently amended) The composition of claim 1 whoroln tho mixed with an 
agrochemical te comprising at least one member selected from the group consisting of 
pesticides, herbicides, algicides, fungicides, bactericides, viricideSp insecticides, 
aphicides, miticides, nematicides. mollusclcides, plant growth regulators, fertilizers, 
nutrients, gametocides. defoliants, deslccants, pest repellents, synergists, herisicide 
safeners, salt additives, preservatives, and mixtures thereof. 

(Currently amended) The composition of claim [[1]] 10 wherein the 
agrochemical comprises a giyphosate herbicide.

13. (Original) A method for treating plants with an agrochemical comprising 
spraying the agrochemical in combination with the composition of claim 1 . 

14. (Cun^ntiy amended) A microemulsion composition for use as an adjuvant in 
combination with an agrochemical, the microemulsion comprising consisting essentiaJlv 
of: 

(a) from about 5% to about 50% of an oil phase component[[,]];

(d) from about 1 0% to about 90% water, wherein, the microemulsion is a liquid at

comprises a fetty acid ester.

23. (Cunrently amended) The composition of claim 14 whoroin the mixed with an 
agrochemical fe comprising at least one member selected from the group consisting of 
pesticides, herbicides, algicides, fungicides, bactericides, viricides, insecticides, 
aphicides, miticides, nematicides. molluscicides, plant growth regulators, fertilizers and 
nutrients, gametocides, defoliants, deslccants. pest repellents, synergists, heiticide 
safeners, salt additives, presen/atives, and mixtures thereof. 

(Currently amended) The composition of claim [[14]] 13 wherein the 
agrochemical comprises a glyphosate herbicide. 

25. (Cunrently amended) The composition of claim 14 further comprioing 
consisting essentially of an agent selected from the group consisting of antifreeze 
agents, dyes, thicicening agents, antrfoam agents and inorganic salts, 

26. (Original) A method for treating plants with an agrochemical comprising 
spraying the agrochemical in combination with the composition of claim 14.
